When English 
tradors litt went into the country the half- 
breeds stoutly upheld their claim to the 
prairies lying betweon the Red River 
and the.Rocky Mountains, and in 1784 they 
forced Mr. Grant to pay them money and 
take out a licence for trading. They have 
always clung to this right tonaciously, Jn 
1878 Major Walsh was detached by the 
Govyornmont to go amang them and try 
to induce thom to take the reservos and 
give up their roamiug and restless style of 
living, but a change of Government led to 
Major Walsh's recall, and they, have been 
gomg on in the old way ever since. Now it

AID FROM AMERIVAN#, 


There is no doubt that Riel has at least 
received some aid from Americans, and has 
syinpathizers across the line. People who 
are familiar with the half-breeds say that 
they would never fight over their grievances, 
and they insist that there is some other 
causes that have led to the uprising. Private 
information says there ia the greatest en- 
thusiasm in the North-West. 

The people are rising en nutasse to put down 
the rebellion,and only ask that the Govern- 
ment supply them with rifles. Lisgar has 
offered to raise a battalion, and almost 
every prominent centre of population has 
done likewise. The cowboys in the vicinity 
of Culgary have volunteered their services 
as mounted troops. A North-West mem- 
ber said that in two weeks tine four thou- 
sand men, full of spirit and enthusiasm, 
could be raiped jn the TF River Valley 
and district along the C.P.R. Many of 
these men have seen service before, quite a 
few of them being members of the old Red 
River expedition. They are all good shots 
and will be able to fight the half-breeds in 
their own way. 

FIGHTING IN INDIAN STYLE. 


The country in the vicinity of Duck Lake 
is rolling, and the fighting will be in Indian 
style from behind knolls and from ravines. 
Kach half-breed is a dead shot, and unless 
fought in their own manner they will inflict 
serious losses on the soldiers. Old North- 
West men who have had years of experi- 
ionce on the plains, will be the best to cope 
with them, and the more»sthe Government 
can get of them the better. A Government 
supporter from Manitoba said the North- 
West had plenty of mento put down the 
rebellion ina short time if the Goverument 
armed them, and put them in the field.
